Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Interview focused on the 35 U.S.C. 103 rejection of claims 1-8, 14- 
16, and 18-23 over Gills (WO '697) and Ishibashi (U.S. Publication No. US 2003/0012815 A1) in view of Mathir 
(Journal of Micorencapsulation, 1997). Mr. Goldberg argued that there is no motivation to combine the references 
because they are drawn to methods of preparing different formulations. For example, Ishibashi is drawn to forming 
drug-containing particles whereas Gilis is drawn to coating an inert particle with a drug-containing coating. Mr. 
Goldberg suggested that they may amend the claims to limit the process to the preparation of dosage forms of water- 
insoluble azole antifungals to further differentiate the claims from the prior art. The Examiner agreed to reconsider the 
rejection of the present claims upon receipt of Applicants' arguments in an official reply.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 11. 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing.
